"The Favor of the Lord" 

"May the favor of the Lord our God rest upon us; Establish the work of our hands 
for us— Yes, establish the work of our hands. " - Psalm 90: 1 7 

I just love those beautiful words, "May the favor of the Lord our God rest upon us." 
The word favor can mean friendly or kind regard, goodwill, approval, liking, favorit- 
ism, kind or generous. However, I think the message that the psalmist is conveying 
when he talks about the "favor" of our Lord is grace. May the blessing of grace from 
our Lord and Savior rest upon us. What comfort we have in knowing that the favor of 
the Lord our God, His mercy and grace, is upon us. His love for us is eternal through 
the sacrifice of Jesus who died so that we might live forever in God's favor. 

The psalmist continues to express his desire to please God. Nothing is insignificant to 
God.
